(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Henry 
Fords offer for Muscle Shoals, the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion declared today, would net the 
government $42,000,000 more than 
the new offer recently tendered by 
the nine principal associated power 
companies announced of the South- 
ern States. 

The statement declared that ex- 
amination of the two offers dis- 
closed that Ford would pay a to- 
tal of $130,526,600 over a fifty- 
year period whereas the power 
companies, the federation declared 
would’ pay $87,800,000. 

“This so-called offer of $100,- 
000,000 becomes upon investiga- 
tion neither a bona fide offer or is 
it a payment of $100,000,000," 
said Gray Silver, Washington rep- 
resentative of the federation. it 
is merely a suggestion that these 
allied power companics may sub- 
scribe enough to pay 4 per eent 
interest on the cost of the Wil- 
son Dam. 

“The offer made by these water- 
power interests adroitiy leaves the 
manufacture of fertilizer out of the 
question and it. does not indicate 
how much power they would be 
willing to sell to anyone who is 
willing to invest his miilions in the 
rebuilding of nitrate plants nor the 
manufacture of fertilizer and who 


is willing to experiment and ad- DY 


vance the air nitrate manufac- 
ture. . . Neither do they nor 
can they tell what the power would 
cost the manufacturer, although 
they hint cheap power. 

“We do not believe Congress 
will permit the issue to be con- 
fused or delayed by the corre- 
spondence between a group of 
power interests who indicate what 
they might do under certain con- 
ditions when a concrete offer by 
Henry Ford is before them. One 
would serve the public, the oth- 
er exploit it.”

Judge Daley was educated in San

with Judge Horace C. Rolfe, one of 
the States early jurists. In 1906

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 11.— 
The Venadis, one of the finest 
yachts in America, is being com-

ONE CIRCUS CASE 


Dismissal of Eight Asked in 
Grotto Raid 


Prosecutor’ s Proposal Taken 
Under Advisement 


Motion Made 2 Midst of Day 
of Battling 


A motion fer the dismissal of 
gambling charges against eight 
men arrested in the raid on the 
Jinnistan Grotto Circus a month 
ago was entered by the City Pres- 


edutor yesterday afternoon at the 


trial of A. W. Shaw, manager of 
the circus, and was taken under 
advisement by Police Judge IF'red- 
eriékson. 

The motion was made in the 
midst of a day of battling between 
the City Prosecutor’s forces and 
defense attorneys at the trial of 


Mr. Shaw before a jury of three 
men and nine women. 


MOVES FOR DISMISSAL 

“The prosecution, not wishing to 
persecute innocent men, moved for 
the dismissal of the charges in the 
eight other cases, said Deputy City 
Prosecutor Reams, in entering the 
motion. He contended that Shaw 
was the actual culprit and man- 
ager of the asse games of 
chance which led to the raid, 
that the eight other defendants 
were only the employees of Shaw. 

Once before Prosecutor Reams 
attempted to have the eight Cases 
set off the calendar. To thie De- 
tense Attorney Dominguez object- 
ed, explaining that if the judge 
ruled on the setting aside of the 
eight charges, and that if Shaw was 
later found not gullty of the gam- 
bling charge, an unfavorable im- 
pression would be left in the minds 
of the jurors and the public. 

Though Shaw, the cirus manager, 
Was supvosed to be on trial, in 
reality it was Housey-Housey on 
trial.

RAW COMMODITY 


Wool “in the grease” is the raw 
commodity as it is sheared or 
plucked from the hide, uncleansed. 
The great preponderance of wool 
from western ranges is shipped in 
this condition. 

The petition for joint rail-and- 
water rates and through bills of 
lading, which Examiner Faul 
would disallow, was preferred by 
the Boston Wool Trade Association. 
Massachusetts is the leading manu- 
facturing State in the woolen trade. 
Her milis represent between one- 
third and one-fourth of all the 
eapital in the business and last 
year purchased raw materials 
valued at more than a quarter of 
a billion. 

Attached to the finding of the ex- 
aminer on existing and proposed 
rates is a recommendation for 
lower rates which, if put into ef- 
fect, will be of material assistance 
in upbuilding the woolen industry 
of the Pacific Coast.

Wilshire Boulevard was planned as a 
superthoroughfare from Los Angeles to the 
sea to take a worthy place among the scenic 
highways of the world. That was the am- 
bition of its sponsors and the civic pride of 
the Southwest metropolis will allow of no 
lesser realization of that vision. 

But if the present plans of the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company are carried out 
Wilshire Boulevard will be subjected to the 
first of those highway disfigurements, the 
useful but ugly trestle bridge, and, after 
that precedent has been established, all 
hopes of making this great Los Angeles 
highway one of the famous beauty vistas 
of the world will necessarily languish.

Reading the newspaper is as much a part 
of every intelligent person’s daily routine 
as taking his dinner. But the Sunday pa- 
per—that is more than a purveyor of news 
—{t is an institution. And one sort of takes 
for granted that as long as there have been 
newspapers there have been the larger, em- 
bellished mines of pleasure and informa- 
tion that regale the modern reader every 
Sunday. 

It is a fact, however, that generations 
of readers had known the daily newspaper 
before the Sunday edition came into exist- 
ence. 

Karly in the eighteenth century publish- 
ers became aware that the public should 
have a paper on Sundays as well as on 
week days. The Saturday half-holiday, how- 
ever, was already in operation and this ob- 
jection of the workers, combined with the

Finally, however, there came a compro- 
mise. A Sunday paper printed on Friday. 
This was the British Gazette and Sunday 
Monitor, which made its first appearance 
on March 26, 1780.

It was, 
however, the beginning from which a real 
Sunday paper soon evolved.
